NegotiationsTo 
Be Final By January 


Instead of coming to the 
City Council meeting this 
week with a signed copy of 
the negotiated franchise with 
Teleprompter, City Attorney 
Charles Martin will report in 
the 6 p.m. study session that 
there are six items he wants 
to reevaluate.

Martin hopes to have the 
entire package signed and de¬ 
livered to City Council mem¬ 
bers by Jan. 6 so they can 
peruse the document before 
the first meeting of 1982, 
Jan.12. 

The items actually boil 
down to three points, Mc¬ 


Rea explains, with the first 
still involving the actual de¬ 
finition of gross receipts. “We 
have a franchise fee of 5% 
on the gross receipts. Now we 
have to determine what ‘gross 
receipts’ means,’’ McRea 
says. 

Services to the city need 
to be outlined more clearly 
and that point deals with 
whether or not there will be 
an office and studio in Sierra 
Madre, and determination of 
whether or not the request 
from PCC for a root of 
origin here would be ac¬ 
cepted. 

The third point, McRea 
says, really deals with legal 
wording and at this point he 
is reticent to go more deepl> 
into actualities.

But Sierra Madre has expressed Christmas joy 
in many ways over the years. The Dumas family 
from their Electrical Appliance Repair store on 
Baldwin provided equipment to broadcast Christmas 
carols making it all “sound like Christmas.” At 
curbside in front of shops in town merchants 
placed live decorated trees in red barrels. Decorations 
this year — 1981 — echo the same decorations. 

From 1957 to the late 1970s, Noble Jefferson 
at 91 N. Auburn provided a spectacular tradition 
that attracted many people. Each year he scaled a 
huge Canary Island pine tree that stood 100 feet 
in the air. By himself he installed 2300 bulbs and flags 
from the United States and 264 nations with a 
peace sign and the Christian flag on top. Below, 
there were Christmas carols and a decorated scene. 
Noble is gone now and so, too, his tradition. But 
it was one man’s symbol of love. 

Children, of course, are always important at 
Christmas. Dipping back into Sierra Madre’s 
memory file about 1908 we find Santa and his 
pack astride a burro heading down Baldwin. Their 
destination? The Town Hall, that stood on the corner 
of Baldwin and East Sierra Madre Blvd. Up the 
Town Hall to the second floor went Santa and 


burro to distribute Santa’s bounty to eagerly 
awaiting children. For the burro there were lumps 
of sugar and a carrot. 

And surely there is nothing more exciting for 
children than our modern-day Santa arriving on 
Christmas Eve sitting at the top of the fire engine, 
sirens sounding, lights flashing. Then goody-filled 
stockings are distributed to the children, thanks to 
our wonderful volunteer fire department. Their 
Christmas dance, an annual event, goes toward 
raising funds for many annual endeavors. 

Today the holiday mystique of the P.E. Station 
has been replaced by a beautiful Nativity scene. This 
was first sponsored by Leila Roberts (Robert’s 
Market which preceded Howie’s) and Sierra Madre 
Chamber of Commerce in 1951. The creche with 
beautiful life size figures continues as our tradition 
each year since it has survived fire, vandalism and 
theft over the years to express the real meaning 
of Christmas. 

But if you should happen to be standing in 
the rain at the corner of the Kersting 
Court triangle, waiting for a bus, don’t think of 
it as rain. Think of it as perhaps melting “icicles.”

Helpful Hints 
for the 
Drycleaner 

By Joe Delgatto 

Panlorium Cleaners ad* 
vises that, in order for your dry- 
cleaner to do the best possible 
cleaning procedure on your cloth¬ 
ing, there are some helpful hints 
you should follow; 


1. Information on labels or tags removed since the lime of 
purchase should be sent to your cleaner. When it is not ap¬ 
parent or clearly labeled, tell your cleaner about any special 
fiber the gartment is made of. Acrylic knits arc diflicult to 
identify, and are inclined to stretch with heat in cleaning and 
finishing. So, if you know that a garment contains acrylic 
fiber, be sure to tell your cleaner. 

2. With regards to spots, be sure to tell your drycleaner 
what was spilled on your garment. Whether visible or not, 
your cleaner will have a better chance of removing them if 
he knows what they are. Some spots will come out in the normal 
cleaning process; some will require treatment before cleaning. 

3. In the case of buttons or ornaments, you may take the 
trouble to remove them yourself or at least warn your dry¬ 
cleaner about the presence of glue, plastics or cardboard stiffeners. 

4. Knits that shrink can be stretched back to size and 
reshaped if your ask for this service. Sizing, which is applied 
at the time of manufacture to give a garment shape or body, 
may be removed during one or more cleanings. The same is 
true of water resistant and spot resistant finishes. If you wish them 
to be restored to the garment ask your drycleaner to do so. 

5 Accessories normally worn with an outfit, such as belts, 
should be cleaned at the same lime to avoid any possible color 
incompatibility resulting from cleaning.

In fact, it has 
become the focal point of 
home decorations for the sea¬ 
son and is certainly the main 
center of Christmas morning 
by young and old. 

It was not that way when I 
was a small boy on the banks 
of the Mississippi River in 
Northern Illinois. In those 
days, all trees were “wild” 
trees, and were obtainable by 
individual effort, at least in 
small towns and villages. 

One cold December after¬ 
noon when I came home from 
school my mother met me at 
the door and said, “Harry, 1 
think you had better see about 
getting a tree.” 

This was welcome news. 1 
was perhaps 12 years old at 
the time, past the age to be¬ 
lieve in Santa Claus, but 
young enough to be swept 
along by the excitement and 
tensions of the holiday. This 
was a job 1 wanted to do, 
even if it did not excuse me 
from the usual evening chores 
of getting kindling and coal, 
filling the woodbox on the 
porch and feeding the chic¬ 
kens. 

It didn’t take long to get 
my homemade sled from the 
barn, and with mittened 
hands clutching a hatchet, I 
started out the road east of 
town to a patch of timber of 
perhaps 20 acres. I soon cov¬ 
ered the half-mile, dragging 
my sled. over, .the frozen ruts 
In thei Coot of snow on the 
ground. 

Pushing open the sagging 


gate irf the fence, I entered 
the deepening gloom of the 
heavy.growth and had walked 
but a fe\v yards when right 
in front of me was what I 
had hoped to find, a per¬ 
fectly Shaped pine tree higher 
than my head. 1 dropped to 
one knee and started to chop. 
I had no idea of trespassing 
or wrongdoing. In those far¬ 
away days everyone felt free 
to go into timbered areas and 
cut firewood, look for trees 
or hunt for the everpresent 
rabbit. 

My hatchet was dull and 
the position awkward and I 
was making little progress 
when suddenly a harsh voice 
boomed out, “What do you 
think you are doing here?” 

It was Mr. Parsons, owner 
of the land and one who 
didn’t like children, or so it 
was said. I have no recol¬ 
lection of saying a word. 

Mr. Parsons stared at me 
fixedly. Then . . . “Give me 
that hatchet.” 

He kicked the snow away 
from the base of the tree 
and with a few powerful 
blows severed the trunk. He 
picked up the tree, shook it 
free of snow and placed it 
on the sled. 

“Ok, Sonny, you steady 
the tree while I pull.” 

In a daze, I did what I was 
told and in a few moments 
we were out on the country 
road where the last rays of 
the winter sun were turning 
the frozen crystals of snow 
into icy diamonds. 

Handing me the rope the 
tall, gful'f man said, “It ain’t 
far to home and you can 
make it^one now.” He turned 
awa/ into the deepening 
dusk, his heavy boots crunch¬ 
ing the rutted snow. 

Then he called over his 
shoulder, “And, Kid, have a 
Merry Christmas.”
